to the political tides. 


The first Hunt letter quote' 


today was written to Ralph Dim 
stead, care of the 
Henningsen 


Produce Co., Shanghai, China, or 
Nov. 25, 1946, shortly after th 
congressional 
elections 
of 
tha 


year. Rogers said this companj 
was then a prospective client o 
Hunt, and later become a client. 
"Contacts Still Swell" 
The letter said in part: 
"I'm representing several varied 


coroporations and groups: xxx mj 
hill and 'white cottage' contact 
are still swell—and in the nev, 
turn, of events—better than ever 
Can get plenty of help for any 
clean deal that makes sense." 


Then Hunt was quoated as writ- 


ing to Olmstead on Oct. 13, 1948 
before Thomas E. Dewey was de- 
feated by Mr. Truman. 


"If Dewey is elected (and the 


betting is 15 to 1) then I am m 
even a better position than before 
I'm sure you will recall that many 
of my good friends on the hill wer 
Republicans. They are now in th 
most powerful spots and will be 
even .more potent with a Republi 
can president. Some of these men 
have had dong conferences with 
Dewey and are to be very close 
to him in the event he wins. Anc 
I'll be close to them." 


Opened Up Office 
The last sentence was under 


lined. 


The next letter was written after 


the election, on Nov. 23, 1948, to 
Edwin M. Stark of 10 South La- 
Salle street, Chicago. Hunt, in of- 
fering his services to Stark, told 
how he opened his own Washing- 
ton office in 1946 "at the sugges- 
tion of several senators." He also 
said: 


'•The White House. group has 


been most kind to me. We can 
abolish red tape quickly . . . 


"We enjoy this life, x x x it has 


also 
been 
very 
remunerative 


Though we are non-partisan in 
politics, we have been very close 
to and loyal to Mr. Truman per- 
sonally, so our relationship is even 
closer than heretofore." 


Finally a committee investiga- 


tor read Into the record what he 
described as part of the trans- 
cript of a telephone call between 
Hunt and Hay McGreevey, of 
Chicago, representing the Remco 
Distributing Company, on Dec. 29 
1948. The exchange went as fol- 
lows:

McGreevey: "How well do you 


know and how close are you to 
Truman?" 


Hunt "I had a nice assurance 


after the election. I won't tell you 
over the telephone. I was in the 
van, 
down the line. We went 


through with him all the way. It" 
going to be a great thing. You do 
not do things with him. The of- 
ficial family are my friends. There 
are going to be a lot of changes 
after the inauguration. . ."

with Hunt. 
He told the officer 


that "Hunt has ready entree to 
the White House."

Both 
were written by Feldman.

Casualties to 
About 500 in 
Ship Blast 


Explosion Was 
On Ammunition 
Vessel Off Takao 


CANTON, Aug. 23 —(^—Ap- 


proximately 
500 persons were 


killed or injured in the explosion 
of an ammunition ship in the har- 
bor of Takao, southeastern For- 
mosa, the official Chinese centra 
news agency said today. 


The agency said 
ammunition 


was being unloaded from the Chi- 
nese steamer Chungli. There was 
a huge explosion, which was fol- 
lowed quickly by others. 


The whole port city was shaken 


by the blast, which broke nearly 
every window in Takao and caus- 
ed much other damage, the agen- 
cy reported. 


Terror spread through the city. 
Shortly after the first blast 


ripped through the ship the city 
was darkened by the smoke aris- 
ing from the \vaterfront. 


The wharf area was a scene of 


destruction, the agency said.

EC4 Head is on Right Track, 
Rapping Marshal Plan Nations 


By Bruce Biossat 


Paul G. Hoffman, economic cooperation ad- 


ministrator, has laid it on the line hard to the 
19 Marshall Plan countries. He told them flat- 
ly they aren't doing enough to earn dollars in 
the American market. 


And he led them to believe that if they don't 


show more progress soon in unifying Europe 
economically, they're going to have a hard 
time getting EGA funds from Congress next 
year. 


Words from Hoffman on this subject carry 


a lot of weight, for he's a staunch friend of the 
European recovery program. 
It is not as if 


Senator Wherry, Republican floor leader, were 
talking. 


Hoffman's blunt remarks had particular point 


for Britain. 
In an effort to solve its "dollar 


crisis." 
Britain has curtailed imports rather 


than sought to expand exports. 
He said that 


is exactly the reverse of the proper course to 
follow to close the dollar gap in Europe. 


He placed at $4,000,000,000 the annual amount 


of imports from dollar sources that an eco- 
nomically healthy Europe should need. Current 
earnings in dollars by the EGA nations would 
pay for only about $1,250,000,000 of this total, 
Hoffman noted. But he insisted: 


"I think it is entirely possible for European 


countries within a reasonable span to earn from 
the western hemisphere all the dollars they 
need to buy those services that can be earned 
only in America." 


To make up a deficiency of $2,750,000,000 is 


a big order. Yet Hoffman is a hard headed 
businessman who hardly can be labeled a foolish 
optimist. 


There is evidence he believes Europe can do 


the dollar-earning job it must do only if it 
wakes up fully to the needs and characteristics 
of the American market. In other words, to 
sell successfully in the United States means to 
adopt our selling methods, to tailor products to 
fit our wants. 
For the most part European 


countries make little effort in this direction 
now; virtually the whole road is ahead of 
them. 


Their task is getting tougher by the day, 


because the United States is becoming increa- 
singly self sufficient in many fields. But un- 
questionably the approach is the only one likely 
to be effective in developing some sort of 
reasonable balance of trade between the United 
States and Europe. 


Furthermore, as Hoffman has reminded EGA 


countries, Europe has to be a better buyer as 
well as a better salesman. 
To qualify on that 


score, the component nations must draw to- 
gether to make a single great market like that 
in America. 
Europe will then be a far better 


outlet for its own goods and a likelier prospect 
for American products. 


One in the Eye For the Senate 


However short-lived the defiance may prove 


to be, we enjoyed the House's rebuff of the 
Senate on the issue of extending regular gov- 
ernment expenditures until long-delayed appro- 
priations are voted. 


The House passed all major appropriations 


measures months ago. While the Senate tarried. 
time and the government's money ran out and 
it was necessary to adopt resolutions continuing 
expenditures' at the regular pace. When August 
rolled around, this authority expired and a new 
extension was needed. 


At this point, the House voted to extend for 


another month. But the Senate, strangely con- 
fident it could act with speed, insisted that 
Aug. 15 be the deadline. The date came and 
went, with §27,000,000,000 in appropriations still 
hanging fire. 


So, even though government payrollers might 


have suffered some brief discomfort, we were 
glad to see the House refuse—if only for a time 
—to go along with the glarier-paced Senate in a 
further extension-of money authority. A well- 
deserved slap. 


Tragic Lesson 


The 28-year-old taxi driver who ran down 


author Margaret Mitchell and inflicted fatal in- 
juries ought to be an object lesson for traffic 
authorities everywhere. 


According to reports from Atlanta, where the 


accident occurred, the driver was drunk when 
his car struck Miss Mitchell and knocked her 
down. When she was hit, his vehicle was over 
the center line of the street. 


It now develops that this man had a record 


of 23 previous traffic violations. There is no 
report on how serious these infractions were. 
But more than a score of them should have 
been enough to deprive this driver not only of 
his taxi license but of a regular drivers' permit, 
if Georgia requires one. 


He has no business behind the wheel of an 


automobile. The death of the author of "Gone 
With the Wind" lends tragic emphasis lo that 
fact. 


• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Backstage Wrangle Over Cost 
Delays Installation of Needed 
Runway-Lighting Equipment on 
Many of Nation's Airports

(Ed Note — While Pearson is on vacation, the 


Washington Merry-Go-Round is being written 
by his old partner, Robert S. Allen.) 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 — Installation of 


essential runway-lighting equipment on scores 
of airports has been stalled for months because 
of a backstage wrangle over costs. 


Lack of these safety facilities is a serious 


flying hazard as many of the airfields are use- 
less in bad weather and at night. Numerous 
other airports throughout the country, which 
have inadequate lighting equipment, also _are 
affected by the dispute. 


Principals in the protracted controversy are 


the Civil Aeronautics Authority and the Wels- 
bach Corporation, Philadelphia. 


Last April^ Welsbach took over the sale of 


the patented runway-lighting equipment from, 
the Line Material company, Stroudsburg, Pa. 
The patents, owned by inventor Jack Bartow, 
Blue Bell, Pa., are so basic that CAA attorneys 
doubt whether any effective runway lighting 
can be installed without infringement. 


Immediately after coming into the picture, 


Welsbach announced a new price schedule. 
It 


calls for a royalty of 80 cents per runway foot, 
plus cost of the equipment. For the average 
airport this means a $4,800 charge for royalty 
and $26,000 for equipment. 


The CAA balked at the piice. The govern-- 


ment pays half the cost for control towers and 
other safety installations. CAA contends Wels- 
bach's figures mean an added burden on tax- 
payers. 


The company denies that. It claims its sche- 


dule will cut costs $900 on a 6,000-foot runway. 
CAA denies the denial. It says Welbach will 
boost expenditures $4,000 for an average airport.

The probe has been out of the lime- 
light for weeks while the committee studied 
secret personnel records of the atomic energy 
commission. 


Some of these records have made spicy read- 


ing. 


They are reports on the sex life of workers 


in atomic plants. 
The workers were checked 


by FBI loyalty agents. 


Rep. Henry M. Jackson, D., Wash., asked 


Hickenlooper what the connection was between 
these reports and his case against the atomic 
commission. "These people might disclose valu- 
able secrets under the influence of love or 
liquor," he replied. 


One reason for the committee's delay has 


been Hickenlooper's absence. He was in lov/a 
mending political fences. He faces a tough re- 
election battle next year. 


Democratic committeemen want to issue a 


formal report by September 15. Their report 
is certain to be a vigorous refutation of Hicken- 
looper's charge of "incredible mismanagement" 
by AEG. He and other Republican committee 
members will undoubtedly put out a report of 
their own.

• The Doctor Says 


Change of Location Doesn't 
Always Help Asthma Victims

The term "asthma" was used by, 


the father of medicine, Hippo- 
crates, nearly 40 years before the 
birth of Christ. It means, liter- 
ally, hard breathing. 
It was not 


until nearly the end of the 17th 
century that the word, however, 
was used in any other sense than 
to describe a person who was 
gasping for breath. 


Shortness of breath and wheezes 


in the chest are common symptoms 
of asthma. The physician is helped 
in the diagnosis by listening to the 
chest through a stethoscope, by 
examining X-ray films and by 
skin tests. 


The seat of the trouble is prin- 


cipally in the bronchi, which are 
the small tubes leading from the 
main breathing tube, or trachea, 
into the lung tissue itself. 
The 


walls' of these bronchi become 
thickened, narrowed 
and filled 


with mucus. 
Couching Is a Signal 
Sometimes the bronchial tubes 


also 
undergo 
contractions 
or 


spasms which still further narrow 
the space through which the air 
can pass. This narrowing explains 
the shortness of breath—it is sim- 
ply that not enough air gets 
through to the lungs. The cough- 
ing associated with asthma is na- 
ture's way of trying to enlarge 
the openings.

ber, 1948, and a top of 674 in 
August, 1941. 


When a comparison with the 


amount of traffic to the number 
of accidents is made the picture 
is even worse.

How Vets Will Cut GI Insurance Melon; 
Aug. 29 is First Day to Ask For Slice

W A S H I N G T O N , —(NBA- 


Forms on which 
veterans 
can 


apply for their share of the $2.£ 
billion GI insurance dividend wil 
be available all over the country 
at every U. S. Post Office, Veter- 
ans Administration office and ve' 
erans organization on August 29 


Every World War II veteran 


who had a GI insurance policy in 
force for at least three months 1 
eligible for a share of this huge 
kitty. 


This is the most important an- 


nouncement the VA has yet made 
on the dividend payment. 


Checks to veterans for theii 


share of the money will begin 
being mailed 
out sometime in 


January, 1950, at the rate of 200,- 
000 per day. The sooner a veteran 
gets his application form in, the 
more likely he is to be one of the 
first to receive "his check. 


VA has done an excellent job 


in making the form extremely 
simple. There are only nine blanks 
for the vet to fill in. All he has 
to do is follow the very plainly 
written instructions.

Tlie form is in three parts. The 


first part includes the-instructions 
for filling it out. It is torn off and 
kept by the Veteran. The second 
part includes the blanks. The third 
part the VA tears off when it re- 
ceives the form. It is mailed back 
to/the veteran as his receipt'thai 
his application has been received 
and is being processed. All it costs 
the veteran is a one cent stamp 
for postage when'he sends it in. 


Blank No. 2 on the application 


is the most important one of all. 
It asks for the veteran's presenl 
address, or where he can be sure 
of being reached for the next six 
months. On more than 10,000,000 
policies the VA has only the ad-

Blank No. 7 asks for the number 


of the insurance .policy, Many 
veterans will not have this. If 
they don't it doesn't make any 
difference. Supplying that number 
merely helps VA to make the 
payment faster. VA asks that vet- 
erans do not write in to ask their 
policy number before they fill in 
the application. That just gums 
the works more than ever.

Blank No. 4 asks for a man's 


serial number. That, ^oo, is to 
make VA's job easier. If a man 
doesn't remember it and can sup- 
ply enough of the other informa- 
tion requested he will still get 
his dividend. 


Blank No. 8 asks for a "claim 


number." This is a number as- 
signed to a man when 'he files for 
any claim with VA. Many veter- 
ans will not have one. This also 
makes no difference. If he does, 
it helps VA. 


The rest of the blanks to be 


filled in are self-explanatory. In 
the first blank he must print or 
type his name. In the ninth blank 
he must sign his name in his own 
handwriting. 


The VA will not automatically 


apply dividends as advance pre- 
miums or for converting policies. 
If a veteran wants to use the div- 
idend for this purpose he must 
cash the check 
and mail the 


money back to VA in the form of
